It  it  tkne  to  get  duwn  to  the  bed- 
rock of  people's  dcftirc  in  the 
matter. of  the  promotion  i)f  indnstrtcs 
in  thU  locality.  In  our  estimation 
ninc-tentha  of  tha  public  wants  to 
concciiirate  efforts  in  productive 
channels.  The  other  one-tenth  be- 
lieves that  the  sojc  salvation  of  Vie- 
1'»ria  lir.1  m  the  tottrist  propaganda 
that  has  been  in  vogue  hert  'for  the 
past  two  decades.  We  have  no  sym- 
pathy whatever  with  th.  nil. .ok  of 
those  who  ^rsistently  maintain  that 
Victoria  and  this  vicinity  ^o  not  con- 
atitute  a  locality  suitable  for  the  de- 
vetopment  of  industrial  enterprises. 
Wherever  there  ia  a  virile  peopU,  and 
wherever  that  ptopU  have  rich  rc 
sotirces  lying  at  their  doors,  there 
can  be  ou  qttcatton  abotrt  develop- 
ment If  we  do  not  develop  those 
resources,  others  will,  and  the  profits 
that  should  aQcnia  to  us  will  be  taken 
eleewbere.  To  aay  we  cannot  develop 
industrially  is  to  accuse  us  of  incom- 
petence. There  are  handicaps,  un- 
donbtedly,  o#inC  to  geographical 
location,  but  to  say  those  handicaps 
cannot  be  ovcrcosnn  ia  t»  entertain 
n  ««ry  poor  opinioQ  of  the  initiative 
and  enterprise  of  our  people. 

The  question  simply  resolves  itself 
into  this;  are  we  to  continue  to 
spend  125,000  per  annum  on  propa 
ganda  publicity  to  entice  tourists 
here,  or  are  we  to  develop"  our  re- 
•ourren  for  nur  own  use  and  profit? 
W*  lay,  let  a  tourist  campaign  con- 
tinne,  but  not  at  an  expense  of  $25,- 
OQD  per  annum  to  the  taxpayers.  The 
tpuiUy  is  by  far  too  great  for  the 
ticncfits  being  derived.  That  money, 
or  the  grtntcr  proportion  of  it.  wouli^ 
be  far  more  usefully  applied  for  the 
purposes  of  an  industries  board.  Such 
a  knnri,  im  Mr  estimation,  should  be 
I  l»ody  that  wi-uld  devote  itself  ex- 
clusively to  mdustrial  development 
That  ta  eseential,  for  to  be  corapet 
ent  it  shouIiJ  be  composed  of  those 
who  are  enthusiastic  believers  in  the 
obvious  ability  of  our  own  people 
U)  develop  and  profit  through  the  re- 
lourccs  with  wjlich  they  are  en- 
toved. 

One  of  the  moat  regrettable  of 
happening||  diiring  the  paat  twelve 
months  hal  Ueen  that  hundreds  of 
families  have  trekked  away  from 
Here  simply  because  they  ebuld  not 
find  the  means  of  employnitnt.  The 
obiect  of  an  industries  hoard  should 
be  to  bring  about  such  development 
as  will  mean  permanent  employment 
for  onr  own  reald«nU  a^d  the  gradual 
building  up  of  industries  in  such  a 
way  as  will  attract  newcomers  here' 
wh«  will  take  np  their  residence  with 
US  permanently.  We  want  to  provide 
«vurk  for  the  growing  sons  and 
danghtcrt  of  onr  dtiten*.  Nd  sys 
lein  is  good  wherehy,  when  our 
young  people  seek  their  career  in  life, 
they  should  have  to  go  elsewhere  in 

leartli  "f  employment  There  is 
tomcthing  distinctly  wrong  when  so 
many  familica  leave  here  en  hloc  it* 
»earcli  of  a  livelihood.  Thene  are  the 
conditions  we  have  got  to  remedy. 
H  they  can  be  remedied  to  aay  ex- 
tent by  the  establishment  of  an  in 
dttstries  board,  composed  of  patriotic, 
active  .tnd  optimiitic  citisent,  then 
so  much  the  better.  Development 
and  employment,  which  jointly  mean 
perwanent  payrolls,  are  needed  far 
more  than  cphcnierai  tourists,  how 
«ver  desirable  the  latter  may  be.

Tile  presence  of  Russian  delegates 
at  the  L,ausannc  Conference  has  been 
a  disturbing  factor.  They  have  ac- 
centuated every  element  of  discon- 
tent Unrest  and  discordance  con- 
stitute *  the  atmosphere  that  they 
breathe.  Throughout  the  proceed- 
ings the  Allies  have  shown  self  re- 
straint and  control.  Not  only  have 
they  evinced  harmony  of  purpose, 
but  they  have  received  unofficial 
backing  from  the  United  States  in  a 
inaiiiur  which  even  "Turkey  can 
harUjy  fail  to  understand.  It  is  now 
apparent  that  the  patience  of  the 
.Mlics  is  becoming  exhausted  in  the 
face  of  the  stubborn  and  unreason- 
able attitude  of  Ismet  Pasha  and  his 
colleagues.  Lord  Curzon,  as  Britain's

VANCOUVBR'S  HABBOB 


The  reply  of  Dr.  J.  H.  King,  the 
Federal  Minister  of  Phhlk  Works,  to 
the  Vancouver  interests  who  souglu 
to  have  the  Government  provide 
another  grain  elevnt($r  at  Vancouver, 
was  tempered  and  reasonable.  The 
Federal  Government  would  not  be 
justified  in  entfafinh  in  this  expendi- 
ture witlinuf  the  *sini  ttdti  of  Parlia- 
ment. Had  It  done  so  a  very  ^bad 
precedent  woold  have  been  created 
and  one  which  could  have  been  flung 
in  the  face  of  the  Government  by  any 
constitaency  throngheut  the  Domin- 
ion. Dr.  King  is  on  the  safest  of  safe 
grounds  in  pointing  out  that  the  Fed- 
eral Government  is  not  to  be  stam- 
peded. It  is  the  Government,  or  in 
other  words,  the  people  of  Canada, 
not  specifically  the  people  of  Van- 
couver, who  will  own  a  new  Federal 
elevator  and  for  that  reason  it  is  the 
concern  of  Parliament.  A  location 
has  to  be  found  and  the  whole  sub- 
ject haa  to  h*.  eiiMilM^  from,  emjr 
angle.  ' 

Vancouver's  plea  to  be  made  a 
great  port  for  the  transit  of  grain  is 
commendable.  That  it  will  become 
••eh  a  port  th<>re  it  hnrdlf  4  doubt. 
It  is,  however,  only  within  compara- 
ti  el^  recent  months  that  the  exiating 
eWeator  at  Vancouver  haa  become  a 
paying  ventnre.  The  Government 
has  to  determine  through  its  own  of- 
ficial dmnnela  the  proeiMcts  of  new 
business  of  a  continuous  character. 
It  has  to  consider  these  featnres  in 
relation  to  the  'wkole  <|iieallon  of 
har|>or  development  at  Vancouver  on 
the  basis  of  both  public  and  private 
hitcresta  in  the  waterfront  there.

The'  |)er8onnel  of  the  new  public 
aiUlfleB  tommitleft  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil will  not  bp  «nn(junced  until  Tues- 
day night,  ijiit  It  Is  :ilrt'ady  apparent 
that  two  of  Its  main  objectives  next 
year  will  be  cheaper  light  or  power

Itedactlon  in  rates  wan  one  of  tho 
concessions  sought  by  the  public 
utilities  committee  this  year.  Accord 
ing  to  Mayor  William  Merchant,  the 
committee  had  a  golden  opportunity, 
hnc  it  reAaaed  to  ItnMlleo,  and  the 
reeolt  tea  been  th*t  llo  ttta  com- 
mittee wtH  have  to  start  all  over 
again.  Negotiations  with  the  com- 
ptiiiy  were  carried  on  several  weeks 
ago  between  Aid.  Joseph  I'HtrIck  and 
other  members  of  the  Council  and 
the  H.  C.  Electric,  byt  no  tangible 
results  were  reached.  The  fdllure  of 
the  aommlttee  to  reach  an  agreement 
wit1|»ihe  eompnny  waa  aaorl^ed  part- 
ly to  the  neglect  of  tha  Cenaell  aa  a 
whole  to  authorise  the  committee  to 
work  for  any  specific  reduction. 

The  city  wants  the  B.  C.  Klectrlc 
to  carry  its  tracks  aoroas  the  John- 
een Street  Bridge  tot  aeveral  reaeoas.

over  9l#,eeo  to  the  city  as  soon  as 
It  decides  to  make  usv  of  that  route.

taxpayef*  oMMt  aMtt  In  paying  tor 
the  projeet.  Aeoordhig  to  the  latent 
estimate,  the  bridge  will  cost  |l,lt*,* 
llo.  OOuatlng  in  all  chargcn. 

Coat  Main  Olietacile 
So  far.  there  haa  been  no  autamant 
from  fife  company  as  to  the  prospects 
of  tracks  being  put  across  the  bridge. 

The  coat  has  alwayx  been  conslilcred 
a  serloua  obstii  Ie.  but  city  offlclala 
and  m«mt)era  of  the  Council  helleva 
that  the  competition  caused  by  the 
bridge  traffic — espsclally  if  the  oper- 
ation  of  Jltneye  and  motor  bnaaa 
aaroes  the  bridge  Is  authorised — wilt 
make  it  worth  while  for  th*-  company 
to  use  the  bridge  as  a  rouio  for  its

Tw«oty-ave  dollars  and  oosta  was 
paJd  Into  poUca  oourt  traaaacx  y«a> 
terday  by  J.  Velteh,  elghtaea  years 

old,  when  found  aullty  by  Masistrate 
Jay  on  a  cbarse  of  aasaultlng  a  po- 
lice officer  while  tn  the  execution  of 
bis  duty.  The  oharse.  as  His  Honor 
stated,  waa  a  very  serious  one  and 
carrlsd  with  It  a .  oonrfWBO^dliialy 
heavy  peaalty.  bat  tn  vls«r  .  of  the 
faet  that  the  assaulted  ofBoer,  Jailer 
Thomas  Hall,  had  been  in  plain 
clothen,  and  taking  Into  aoeount  the 
age  of  tho  accused,  ordfred  the  pay- 
ment of  a  flne  of  125  and  costa.  Mr. 
Georse  Ralney,  aged  twenty,  eharged 
with  thi  same  offence,  wap  dismissed. 

Aeoordlna  to '  the  avldenee  pro- 
duced before  the  court,  the  assault 
occurred  last  Saturday  evening  Just 
outside  the  Btreet  doorway  of  the 
Caledonia  Hall  when  a  dance  was  In 
proaress.  Veltch  and  Ralney.  his 
eempMioa,  wmt  to  the  hall  about  t 
o'elool^.aad  wBUe  Ralney  was  a^. 
mlttad,  katiy  was  refused  his  cona- 
panion  on  the  sroand  that  he  was 
under  the  Influence  of  liquor.  The 
refusal  was  made  by  Jailer  Hall,  who 
on  the  authority  of  Chief  of  Police 
Pry,  was  attending  the  dance  as  an 
oflflcer  and  who  at  the  time  was  tak- 
ing tiokats  at  the  main  entraaee, 
▼eiteh  eoatateaead  to  annie  the 
poiiH.  and  Jallar  Hall  lad  him  down- 
stairs to  the  street,  and  the  flght  was 
on.  The  accused,  according  to  his 
own  admission,  got  in  a  couple  of 
neat  books,  one  splitting  the  )ailer'e 
lip  aad  the  other  catching  him  on 
tha  sida  of  the  head.  Somebody  yelled 
**Poliea!'*  and  the  flaht  ended  a«  sud- 
denly as  it  had  started.  The  accused 
had  then  left  the  premises  and  neigh- 
borhood. 

Mr.  R.  C.  I.,owe,  counsel  for  Ralney, 
proved  that  he  had  taken  no  part  In 
tha  assault  and  he  tiraa  therefore  dls- 
mlaoed.  Ml:.  B.  O.  Haa  KC  estun- 
sel  for  Veltch,  argued  that  his  client 
did  not  know  that  Jailer  Hall,  the 
ticket-taker  at  the  dance  hall,  was 
a  police  officer,  and  further,  that 
while  Jailer  Hall  was  in  plain  clothes 
and  waa  acting  as  a  ticket -eeUer  at 
a  pabUc  dance  hall,  he  was  not  a  po- 
liceman. Polloe  Chief  Fry  testifled 
that  permlsalon  had  been  given  him 
by  tho  police  commission  to  author- 
ise the  service  of  officers  of  the  police 
department  nt  special  functions  such 
as  dances,  where  they  were  to  act  in 
their  capacity  as  law  officers,  and 
tl|^t  they  wara  paid 'a  «eolal  fee  for 
such  aarrles.  Ha  had  been  requested 
for  the  services  of  Jailer  Hall  by  the 
proprietor  of  ^he  hall,  and  had 
granted  the  request. 

In  summing  up.  Magistrate  Jay 
stated  that  considerable  doubt  ax- 
iated  as  to  what  part,  if  aay.  the 
defendant  Ralney  had  taken  la  the 
■sisiilt.  aad  therefore  he  would  dls- 
anlss  the  oharse  against  him.  But 
as  for  Veltch,  he  was  convinced  that 
he  knew  when  he  struck  Jailer  Hall 
tlint  ho  was  striking  a  police  officer, 
and  that  consequently  he  would  ba 
found  aeUty  aa  eha«gad.

Founded  In  llio  as  a  leper  house, 
Ave  centuries  later  It  was  taken  in 
charged  by  the  monks  of  the  order  Of 
Saint  Victor,  who  abolished  tha  leper 
house  feature,  and  uaed  tha  building 
a  monastery.  During  this  period 
of  the  building's  history  the  great 
military  aad  literary  flgurea  of  Franoa 
fraQuented  the  gardens.

Chargea  that  Reeve  Ceorge  Wataoti 
had  broken  hla  word  to  Councillor 
Thomas  Dooley  In  the  matter  of  tha 
wage  queatlon.  and  that  •  Councillor 
Oeurgo  Mo  William,  another  reeve- 
ahlp  aaplrant  in  the  preaeat  oam-
